order of business several times a week was to clean up the 
cat cafe. Big Orange, a good mother, was now showing 
her kittens where to find the good stuff. 

I had tried to stop Dad from feeding the strays in 
the hope they would simply go away. What had started 
out as just leaving scraps from his meals for the cats 
had progressed to buying cat food. There were many 
days when the cats were his only company, his only 
contact with other living beings. I didn't have the heart 
to demand he stop feeding stray cats. The pleasure he 
took from caring about something was so great it was 
heartbreaking to watch. Instead, I tried to manage the 
damage the cats were causing by cleaning up after them 
and reminding Dad constantly that strays can never be 
pets. He'd smile, humoring my efforts. 

That the cats were flourishing was apparent.

But five more cats - that was out of the question. 
I had to take decisive action. I looked under the ramp and 
called to the babies, "Here kitty, kitty, kitty . . . come on 
little babies, come on out. . ." Five tiny fur balls staggered 
to the opening. But as I reached out to capture one of the 
bits of breathing fluff, it quickly disappeared deep into the 
recesses of the rotting ramp. 

"Dad, the orange cat's babies are under the 
ramp," I said to him as he stood in the open door 
watching the action. His face lights up but his words

were, ''Oh no, not more cats/' 

I responded in dark tones, "Yes, Dad, she must 
have brought them over to get the milk you leave out." 

His retort was, "Oh now that is a smart cat, ain't 
she!" He chuckled, barely able to hold back a full belly 
laugh. 

I knew that if I didn't do something soon about 
these kittens, the yard would be swarming with lively 
frolicking baby cats and much more cat waste as well.

kittens was almost too much to bear. I resolved that the 
ramp would be taken down immediately, the kittens 
collected and taken to animal control and that was that - 
until I tried to sleep that night. 

The idea of taking very young kittens from their 
mother was a thought almost too heinous to entertain in 
the dark of night. I could hear their innocent cries calling 
out for her, "Mommy, where are you!" I tossed and turned 
with nightmares filled with human-sized cats. 

In the morning, I remained conflicted. I knew the 
right thing to do was have animal control remove the cats. 
So I tried contacting several agencies. Most were filled to 
capacity and not taking in more animals, while others said 
I'd have to collect the cats and during very specific hours 
drop them off to be euthanized. No agency was willing to 
go to the house and capture them. 

And then I pictured my father standing by the 
door as the screaming cats were crated. It would be so 
harsh. He would try to stop them. Maybe he'd fall and get 
hurt. Why couldn't I just leave well enough alone and let 
things play out? Yet, the reality of unneutered feral cats 
multiplying was a reality I had to deal with. What to do? 

First things first, the rotting ramp had to be 
removed. But who could I conscript for the bull work? 
Enter one able-bodied husband. 

In spite of its derelict appearance, the ramp didn't 
give up without a fight. Soon my husband's brow dripped 
sweat as he wrestled with oak board and long screws. It

seemed to refuse being dismantled. He needed a crew to 
help him. 

'Tm calling your son to bring me my chain saw 
and pry bar/' he said through gritted teeth. 

Once my son arrived with the tools and put his 
shoulder to the task, the ramp finally gave way. My job 
was to position myself at the end of the ramp that had 
been jacked up so the kittens would have an escape route. 
But they were so young and traumatized by the noise they 
weren't coming out. 

My husband instructed me to get a broom and 
sweep them out. I carefully moved the broom under 
the ramp, pulling out a pile of dead oak leaves and two 
kitties. My husband picked them up tenderly and placed

them in the waiting box. But where were the other three? 
We deduced that when we had arrived, we had caught 
the mother cat bringing her kittens over and she had at 
that point only moved two of five. I suspected she was 
close by. 

The men finished the demolition, and I swept and 
cleaned the area from years of neglect. 

''What are you going to do with these two. Ma?'' 
my son asked, pointing at the box. 

I opened the lid where the siblings had nearly 
fused their miniscule bodies together so tightly packed in 
one corner 

"I can't just drop them off at animal control. That 
isn't allowed until next Tuesday between 11 and 2," I 
replied. 

This was only Saturday morning. I looked over 
the fence at the neighbor's backyard and there was Big 
Orange, poking her head out from under the shed where 
she'd been living with the kittens. I also noticed three 
other little ones behind her 

"I think I'll just return them to the mother," I said. 

We nodded in agreement. It was the best of a bad 
situation. At least the cats could no longer hide under the 
ramp, possibly making life in Dad's yard less attractive. 
I went into the neighboring yard and gingerly placed the 
babies as far under the shed as possible. I felt like crying. 
The sight of a large orange tail told me not to worry; Big 
Orange was there waiting for her babies. 

My father, who had been looking out the kitchen 
window the entire time, gave me a wide toothless smile 
when I looked up at him. I went inside to say goodbye 
and tell him I'd be back tomorrow to pick him up for 
Sunday dinner He patted me on the back saying, "You 
know, you know, you are a good person to give them cats 
back to the mother You know that, don't ya?" Yeah Dad, I 
know. 

(Epilogue: Shortly after this episode, the big orange cat 
and her kittens disappeared. I suspect she got spooked and took 
them to another yard. Then about a year later, we spotted a cat 
across the street from Dad's house. It was one of the kittens now 
grown. An elderly neighbor lady was putting food out for it on 
her porch and calling "here, pretty kitty. " By then. Dad had

New Trash/Recycling Program Delayed 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Jean Perry 

The new automated curbside trash and recycling 
program slated for January of 2015 has been pushed 
back until Friday, February 6, 2015 due to delays in 
the delivery of contractor vehicles, Rochester Town 
Administrator Michael McCue told the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen on December 1. 

According to McCue, ABC Disposal, Inc. will 
deliver the new trash and recycling carts to residents in 
mid-January before the new program starts in February 

"However, these new carts should not be put 
out for collection until the February 6 start date,'' stated 
McCue in a follow-up email. "Carts put out before that 
date will not be collected." 

For now, residents should continue to place 
recycling bins in the usual manner until the start of the 
new program. 

During the December 1 meeting. Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon asked selectmen to approve the 
use of $1,800 from the Conservation Department's Notice 
of Intent account to cover the cost of upgrading the 
Conservation Commission's website. The board approved 
Farinon' s request. 

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnold 
Johnson, Planning Board member Ben Bailey, and 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals Chairman Richard 
Cutler informed selectmen of their intent to compile a 
more cohesive codification of the Town's zoning and 
general bylaws. 

"In the end," said McCue in a follow-up 
interview, "everyone agreed to get some quotes and look 
into hiring a consultant to help put the bylaws together 
into something decent." 

In other sad news, Rochester's oldest resident 
Ralph Walker passed away at the age of 100, and now 
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the Boston Post cane that Walker had in his possession 
has been returned to Town Hall. Selectman and Town 
Clerk Naida Parker will be researching to find the next 
oldest resident in Rochester to present him or her with the 
Boston Post cane. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for December 15 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Subcommittee Member to Chairman: "Shut wpV 

Marion Planning Board Master Plan Subcommittee 
By Jean Perry 

After further discussions on Master Plan 
community workshops and a few more proposed bylaws 
to regulate zoning of formula businesses like CVS, it 
was clear that the Marion Planning Board Master Plan 
Subcommittee has a lot on its plate, along with many 
cooks in the kitchen - each with their own recipes - and 
all of them stirring the pot. 

The subcommittee members have multiple tasks 
ahead of them before the Annual Town Meeting in May, 
when the Planning Board hopes to have a draft Formula 
Business Zoning Bylaw polished up in time to appear as 
an article on the warrant, as well as an article to request 
further funding, currently estimated at about $42,000, to 
hire a temporary part-time town planner and complete 
the Master Plan process over two years. 

Subcommittee Chairman Norman Hills presides 
over the subcommittee of two other Planning Board 
members, former Planning Board member Ted North, and 
any other Planning Board members who wish to sit in on 
the meetings. 

On December 1, the group read through a draft 
formula business bylaw submitted by Planning Board 
member Eileen Marum, and Hills gave some feedback 
pertaining to specific language she used or did not 
use, suggesting that several different phrases such as 
''designated areas,'' for example, needed specifying. 

"I thought it was well- written," said Planning 
Board member Michael Popitz, despite it being relatively 
general at this stage of the bylaw development. 
Subcommittee and board members alike agreed that 
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organizing ideas and intents was paramount to the 
specific language of the draft bylaw that Hills tended to 
focus on during the discussion. 

"What exactly are you trying to regulate?'' asked 
North, questioning whether it was simply businesses in 
Marion or how businesses look in Marion. Hills replied 
that it seemed the intent was to prohibit large chain stores 
from moving in. 

'These (regulations in the draft bylaw) are kind of 
tough from a legal standpoint because you can't just keep 
them out," said North, as opposed to restricting "how 
they present themselves." 

The subcommittee during prior meetings 
deliberated a citizen petition spearheaded by North that 
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sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill.

proposes limiting the size of commercial structures to 
either 10-percent lot coverage or 5,000 square feet. At the 
last meeting. Hills deemed that version of the bylaw as 
"unclear'' and "confusing/' 

Talks progressed to a draft nuisance bylaw 
addressing vacant and dilapidated buildings submitted 
by North and, again. Hills had issues with defining key 
phrases in the language, mainly with the meaning of 
"dilapidated" and "vacant" and whether a structure 
would have to be both to apply 

"Do you think we ought to have this bylaw or 
not?" North asked. 

"Not as written," Hills replied. "I think the 
concept is probably good." 

Hills also suggested identifying specific processes 
that should be described in the bylaw and suggested 
defining "nuisance" as well. 

"Fm not sure this is the time to wordsmith 
the document," said North. Planning Board Chairman 
Stephen Kokkins proposed sticking with the basic bullet 
points rather than formulate the language "piece by 
piece." The discussion continued. 

Afterwards, with only ten minutes to spare 
before the regular Planning Board meeting at 7:00 pm. 
North took advantage of Kokkins' invitation for further 
comments and started running through further ideas he 
devised regarding a Formula Business bylaw, starting 
with "eliminating 'the window,'" a term which puzzled 
other members, including Subcommittee Chairman Hills. 
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North specified the window as being the drive-thru 
window of the proposed CVS project. 

"It's already out/' said Hills speaking over North. 

"Oh, shut up," said North to Hills. "Will you shut 
up for five minutes ... I have the floor." 

Faces around the table reddened. 

"Go ahead," said Hills. North continued. 

Prohibit the drive-thru, restrict the size of the 
structure, and strengthen the language in the site plan 
review criteria, proposed North, thus regulating the 
planning of projects directly through the site plan review. 

"But you can't keep these businesses out of 
town," said North. "Just like you can't keep people of 
other races because of their skin color out of town." 

With only five minutes left before the regular 
Planning Board meeting was to start. North passed out 
certain benchmarks for his ideal site plan review criteria. 

"We don't have time," Hills quietly said. North 
continued on. 

After the meeting, other Planning Board members 
expressed disapproval of North's outburst. 

"That's so rude of him," said Popitz. "That 
shouldn't happen." 

Appaloosa Lane Gallops Forward 

Mattapoisett Planning Board-

After months of waiting, the Mattapoisett 
Planning Board on December 1 finally heard some good 
news from Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering regarding 
the subdivision planned for Appaloosa Lane. 

Most recently, percolation testing confirmed that 
there are indeed two buildable lots on this private road. 
With the possibility of development now clearly possible 
for owner Michael Solimando, Grady reported the next 
steps to be taken.

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Denham was on hand and said that, to date, 
he has not received any new information on the water 
drainage calculations and said that before he could 
comment further, new information would have to be 
forthcoming. Grady said that within the week a full set 
of plans and calculations would be provided to Field for 
their review. 

Denham said that the drainage pipe running 
across River Road to be attached to the drainage system 
from the subdivision was 8-inches. However, Grady said 
the drainage pipes of the existing lots would be 15-inch 
pipes, and that the applicant will be seeking the Town's 
assistance in upgrading public systems to accommodate 
the increased water that will discharge from Solimando's 
property 

Abutters have long insisted that the road 
constructed some years ago has caused stormwater to 
flood onto their properties, and that the road itself has 
never been maintained - further adding to the issues 
experienced by the aggrieved neighbors. On this night, 
they heard that, barring problems in connecting to the 
Town's stormwater system, development of the lots is a 
reality. 

When asked who would be responsible in the 
long-term for the drainage system and the private road 
upkeep of this two lot subdivision, Grady said that would 
fall to a homeowners association. 

The hearing was continued until the next 
Planning Board meeting to give Field Engineering time to 
evaluate G.A.F/s documents and provide their comments 
to the town on the viability of the project. 

Coming before the board with four applications 
to partition lots held by Phillip DeNormandie for their 
conveyance to the state was Doug Schneider of N. 
Douglas Schneider & Associates, Inc. 

Totaling approximately 200 acres, the land will 
be held in permanent conservation status by the state 
and added to the Nasketucket Reservation situated off 
Brandt Island Road. With the addition of these lots, the 
total reservation will be greater than 400 acres and include 
woodlands, wetlands, meadows, pastures and shorelines 
along Shaw's Cove and Nasketucket Bay. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for December 15 at 7:00 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

Board Split, Contention Over Minutes 

Marion Planning Board 
By Jean Perry 

It seems the clouds have not parted completely 
over the Briggs solar farm project slated for County Road 
- despite Marion Zoning Board of Appeals approval - 
now that the Marion Planning Board on December 1 cast 
a shadow of doubt on the validity of the attainment of the 
project's building permit. 

Unsatisfied with Town Counsel Jon Witten's 
conclusion that Laura and Dale Briggs do not have to file 
for a site plan review with the Marion Planning Board, 
the Planning Board majority eclipsed Witten's finding 
and proceeded December 1 with a motion to compel the 
Briggses to file for one anyway, passing with a 3-2 vote. 

"Some people believe that the ZBA did a sort of 
de facto site plan review,'' said Planning Board Chairman 
Stephen Kokkins. "But as a matter of law and obligation 
of the proper process, . . . only the Planning Board can 
conduct such a site plan." Kokkins and two other board 
members present that evening asserted that Section 9 of 
the solar bylaw grants the Planning Board the authority to 
conduct a site plan review. 

Witten's letter to the board dated November 23 
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concludes that the scale of the solar project would not 
trigger site plan review because "the total gross floor area 
of the proposed project is stated to be 143.2 square feet,'' 
as written in Witten's letter to the board. 

Kokkins and other board members took issue 
with Witten's reliance on information he sought from the 
Briggs' own project engineer, David Davignon - a conflict 
of interest, according to Kokkins. 

Kokkins explained that Davignon was merely 
calculating the floor area of the posts that support each 
individual solar array, and not the total area of the array. 
Kokkins instead believes that the project consisting of 
3,520 solar panels creates a ground coverage far exceeding 
the 5,000 square-foot floor area that would trigger a major 
site plan review. 

It is the "rational interpretation of the law," 
stated Kokkins. Board member Robert Lane, agreeing 
with Kokkins, compared Witten's and Davignon' s 
interpretation of total gross floor area to an overhang at 
a gas station - only factoring in the posts holding up the 
overhang and excluding the overhang itself. Lane pointed 
out Witten's failure to define the word "structure" as it 
relates to gross floor area. 

Witten, in his letter, does not argue that the ZBA's 
granting of the variance "was not a grant of a variance 
from the requirements of Section 9 et seq. of the Zoning 
Bylaw." 

"At issue," Witten' s letter reads, "is whether the

. . . project triggers the requirements of Section 9 of the 
Zoning Bylaw/' 

Board members Norman Hills and Eileen 
Marum agreed with Witten that the prior ZBA approval 
for a variance to construct the solar energy facility was 
sufficient enough to allow the project to move forward. 
Hills went further, though, by pointing out that the main 
concern here is the result of problems with the Town's 
bylaws. 

"It's an example of how screwed up our bylaws 
are at this time," said Hills. "There's a problem with our 
bylaws." 

Marum said the Town should promote solar 
energy rather than erect more barriers to stop it. 

"I think Jon Witten did the right thing," said 
Marum, "... and he wants to probably encourage the 
Town of Marion to promote solar energy." 

"It's not a matter of being in favor or not being 
in favor of solar energy," stated Lane. He said if it came 
before the Planning Board for a site plan review, "I can't 
imagine that [the board] wouldn't get them approved 
most expeditiously." 

Kokkins said the ZBA's "productive process" of 
granting the variance would make the Planning Board's 
site plan review more efficient. 

"But to let this slide by would be a very bad 
precedent for the town," said Kokkins. 

Lane made the motion to require the Briggses to 
apply for the site plan review and to notify the selectmen, 
building commissioner, Witten, the ZBA, and the Briggses 
of the board's decision, seconded by Popitz. Hills and 
Marum opposed. 

Kokkins suggested taking whatever action 
necessary to make the process "expeditious." 

"Well, [this is] certainly not going to make it 
expeditious," said Hills. 

Later in the meeting, a routine action to amend 
and approve the meeting minutes quickly escalated into 
a conflict between Marum and Lane, the clerk for the 
Planning Board, when Marum confronted Lane about 
some adjectives he used to describe her tone in the August 
4 meeting minutes. 
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Marum asked Lane to define ''forcefully/' a word 
Lane used to describe how Marum addressed Planning 
Assistant Terri Santos. 

"With firmness," said Lane. "And this is as 
sanitized as I can make it." 

Marum maintained that this was not how the 
conversation happened on August 4. 

"I'm not changing it," Lane told Marum, refusing 
to reconsider the term and amend the minutes. 

Marum implored Lane to review the recording of 
the meeting, to which Lane responded, "I'd be delighted 
to watch it with you." 

Lane's minutes are misrepresenting her views, 
stated Marum, strongly urging Lane to review the video 
recording and amend the minutes. She suggested Lane 
stick to documenting quotes and facts, and not tone as 
perceived by Lane when writing meeting minutes. 

"Well, you won't like it," Lane told her. 

Hills looked to Lane, saying the question 
surrounding the use of "forcefully" to describe Marum' s 
tone was, "Why is it here?" 

Lane said he felt it necessary to describe Marum' s 
tone because he said it resulted in Santos leaving the 
meeting. (During the August 4 meeting, Santos left the 
meeting after a tense discussion over the timeliness of member 
"packets with an empty bottle of water, and returned to the room 
40 seconds later with a full bottle of water).

it's inaccurate/' said Marum. "Everything in here is 
subjective. Minutes should be objective.'' 

Kokkins intervened, and suggested that facts, 
events, and actual quotes should be recorded, but 
"editorial comments about tone, nature, or intent are 
conjectural and shouldn't be in the minutes." 

Lane said he would review the recording, but 
changed his mind about wanting Marum present when he 
did. 

Marum speculated that perhaps she was being 
singled out, and then referred to a Letter to the Editor 
that former Planning Board member Jay Ryder recently 
submitted to another local publication that accuses 
Marum of "verbally abusing" Santos. 

"Are you implying that I had something to do 
with it?" said Lane to Marum, his face reddening. "Please 
don't make these kinds of remarks." Hills suggested Lane 
stop raising his voice louder. 

"Norman, don't tell me to stop," Lane shot 
back. At this point, most of the faces at the table were 
reddening. 

Revise the minutes and confine them to the facts, 
Kokkins told Lane. "Personal comments of bias are not 
appropriate," he said. "Passions run high." Kokkins 
continued, "Passionate is okay. Personal is not okay." 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
will be December 15 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Music Hall.

The work, which encroaches the wetlands as close 
as 15 to 20 feet from the resource area at one point, will 
occur between the two existing tracks set atop a raised 
embankment. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said she 
walked the area with Carlson and recommended the 
negative determination. 

Also during the meeting, Farinon updated the 
commission on a few regulation changes to the Wetlands 
Protection Act she learned about during a Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection workshop. 

"There is not a whole lot that affects the day- 
to-day operation of the Conservation Commission,'' 
said Farinon. One of two changes of significance, she 
explained, is MassDEP's determination that drainage 
detention basins installed in new subdivisions after 
November 1996 are no longer jurisdictional under the 
Wetlands Protection Act. The other pertains to abutter 
notification regulations.

She 
attributes the speed of her progress to Nancy Woods, with 
whom Rachel has worked on the necessary forms and 
applications. 

"She has been such a great resource for me 
and is very knowledgeable in the realm of nonprofit 
administration," said McCoog. She also considers 
Eileen Lonergan, Anny Candelario, and her mother. 
Amy McCoog, as helpers and supporters of The Flora 
Foundation. 

"I am already planning fundraising for the 
organization," says McCoog, who hopes to have the 
foundation in full swing before the start of the New 
Year. "Thus far, I have learned so much about starting 
a business and I am very excited to start fundraising 
and seeing the impact we will be able to make on these 
family's lives." 

McCoog hopes to receive additional funding from 
the Elizabeth Taber Foundation and will incorporate the 
school community in her efforts.

Birdman. Starring Michael Keaton and Edward Norton. 
Directed by Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu. Running time: 
119 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Birdman is a sort of accidental metafiction dunked in 
surrealism or magic realism. If that loses you already, I don't 
blame you, but the movie is a bit more nakedly entertaining 
than that. It's a bit up itself with its talk of artistic integrity 
and "risking everything,'' but the trick of the supremely 
gifted director, Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu, is that what 
must've been intensely difficult to film comes off as smooth, 
playful, fun. Birdman is in part a celebration of what movies 
can do, and despite the story's inherent mopiness, there's a 
pure-cinema jazz-riff feel to it. The movie is indeed a risk; it 
always seems on the edge of tumbling into pretentiousness, 
but the working-man self-abasement of its star, Michael 
Keaton, pulls it back. 

Keaton is Riggan Thomson, a former movie star whose 
claim to fame is having played a superhero, Birdman, in 
three blockbuster movies. We are told, of course, that the 
script (by Gonzalez Inarritu and three others) did not have 
Keaton in mind, even though Keaton is a former movie star 
whose claim to fame is having played a superhero. Batman, 
in two blockbuster movies. I assume that once Keaton 
signed on, the script may have been tweaked accordingly, 
otherwise the line about Riggan last playing his superhero 
in 1992 ~ the year Keaton' s final Batman movie was released 
~ is weirdly prescient. I also assume that Keaton in real life 
does not share Riggan' s occasional talent for telekinesis, 
though this always happens when no one else is around and 
may well unfold only in his head. 

Riggan wants to make his big comeback, and bid 
for credibility, by writing, directing and starring in an 
adaptation of Raymond Carver stories on the Broadway 
stage. Disastrous circumstances lead to a difficult but 
brilliant actor, Mike Shiner (the brilliant and often- 
reportedly difficult Edward Norton), replacing an injured 
cast member, and the play heads into previews amid much 
chaos, ego, and tenuous sanity. Mike tries to have actual sex 
with costar Lesley (Naomi Watts) onstage. On another night. 




a drunken Mike tosses the script and makes a shambles of 
the set. A theater critic (Lindsay Duncan) tells Riggan that 
she has decided, sight unseen, to destroy his play. Riggan' s 
daughter Sam (Emma Stone), fresh out of rehab, teases Mike 
and herself with the possibility of a hook-up. And so on. 

All of this, like Hitchcock's Rope, is seemingly filmed 
in one swooping, unbroken take, which is especially 
impressive when Riggan' s fantasies go whole-hog 
metaf antastical and helicopters fall from the sky while 
Riggan is tormented by Birdman and eventually becomes 
him. Gonzalez Inarritu plays around like Welles did, a 
boy enchanted with his train set. Birdman is probably no 
Wellesian feat ~ it's too intellectually amorphous for that; 
there doesn't appear to be a sharp intelligence behind all the 
game-playing, though Emma Stone is refreshingly tart and 
fierce in the one scene when Sam gets to let loose on Riggan. 
This sort of life-vs.-theater construct certainly is a toybox for 
actors, just as it was in the far more challenging Synecdoche, 
New York. 

Keaton is getting the kind of surprised acclaim that 
reminds me of when everyone fell backwards over Bill 
Murray's work in Rushmore, as if Murray had never been 
good or serious in anything before then. Same with Keaton. 
Make no mistake, he's terrific here, bitterly melancholic and 
gnarled and human, just as he's been terrific all along. I do 
hope Keaton gets the comeback out of this that Murray did 
(though with Murray it helped that he had Wes Anderson 
stubbornly casting him over and over until even the 
densest viewer had to admit that Murray was more than a 
ghostbuster). Keaton "gives us range," to quote an actorism 
that pops up twice in the film. The movie doesn't have an 
enormous lot going on under the hood ~ Gonzalez Inarritu 
and his confederates aren't Charlie Kaufman. It's hilarious, 
though, that this weird, often bleak meta- whatsit might be 
the closest Gonzalez Inarritu can come to escapism.
